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The Pony Express 








A Brief History—Extracts from the Fourteenth of a Series of 
Radio Talks Given by N. R. Hoover over Radio Station WGBS on 
Monday, March 23 at 5:15 P. M. 








N 1850 a mail route 
overland was _ estab- 
1 lished covering the 
} prairies between the 
Missouri River, as far 
as the railroads then 
ran, over the Rocky Mountains to 
Salt Lake City, Utah. Also it sup- 
plied mail to Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico. The next year, 1851, the route 
was extended to Sacramento from 
Salt Lake City. From Sacramento 
it was comparatively easy to dis- 
tribute it to the mining camps 
north and south of that town as 
well as down the river to San 





St. Louis, Missouri across Indian 
Territory, now Oklahoma, and 
Texas to Los Angeles and then 
north to San Francisco. This cut 
down the running time for a one 
way trip to twenty-three days 
probably because there were less 
mountains to cross. This Overland 
Stage first arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on October 15, 1858, consum- 
ing exactly 23 days, 18 hours and 
40 minutes. 


In those days two western Sen- 
ators were busying themselves try- 
ing to interest Congress in the idea 
of the Government financing a 
Pacific Railroad. They were Sen- 
ators William Gwin and Milton S. 
Latham. 


In 1854, Senator Gwin decided 
to see for himself the lay of the 
land west of the Missouri River so, 
accompanied by William Ficklin 


and a guard to protect them from 
the Indians, they made a trip by 
horseback across Kansas and the 
country which since became Col- 
orado. 

They passed and repassed in this 
memorable horse-back ride the 
numerous stage coaches and prai- 
rie-schooner wagons of Russell, 
Majors and Waddell which made 
regular trips hauling mostly 
freight to the West Coast. This 
firm did an immense business. They 
owned six thousand coaches, prai- 
rie schooner and freight wagons, 
seventy-five thousand head of oxen 
and mules for motive power, and 
hired seven thousand men. 


trip, returned to Washington and 
talked the idea over with William 
H. Russell, one of the members of 
the firm. The latter promised the 
Senator they would do it. When 
Russell talked to his other two 
partners they balked saying it 
wouldn’t pay its way. But Russell 
had promised so they went ahead 
with the idea. 

In the winter of 1859 and 60 they 
started organizing for it. Stations 
every 15 miles apart were estab- 
lished. Relief horses and feed for 
them were hauled out across the 
prairies. Blacksmith and wheel- 
wright shops were built. Men got 
on location and waited for the 
opening. The route ran from St. 
Joseph Missouri to Fort Kearney, 
to Julesburg, crossed the Platte 
River to Fort Laramie, to Fort 
Bridger Utah to Salt Lake City, 
to Placerville, to Folson, to Sacra- 


mento and then by boat to San 
Francisco. 

Later they formed another Com- 
pany called the Central Overland 
California and Pikes’ Peak Express 
Company. Soon thereafter they be- 
gan calling this service the Pony 
Express because the riders of the 
mails switched from horses to the 
small Texas mustang ponies. 

Later another Company was 
formed called the Central Overland 
Pony Express Company. 

The scheme was for a rider to 
leave St. Joseph, Missouri on the 
east and Sacramento on the west 
on the same day passing each other 
half-way between. The first riders

taker in charge would have the 
fresh pony saddled and ready. The 
mail rider would jump off the jaded 
pony and hop on to the new one and 
tear away toward the next station. 

There was great rivalry among 
the riders to pass the man from 
the opposite direction at a point 
further along the route which 
tended to speed up the service. 

Early in this enterprise the In- 
dians in Utah gave great trouble 
burning stations, killing riders and 
keepers and robbing the mails. In 
June 1860 these Indians practically 
stopped the service with their dep- 
redations. Senator Milton S. La- 
tham got the government to call 
out the troops to protect the mail 
route from these marauders. 

The telegraph was being built 
across the country these days. By 
November 1860 it had reached Fort 
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Kearney from the east and Fort 
Churchill from the west. On Octo- 
ber 24, 1861 it was completed clear 
across the country. 

It spelled the end of the Pony 
Express. There was no need for 
the expensive mail service by 
ponies when quick news could be 
wired in a few hours and by No- 
vember 1861, Russell, Majors and 
Waddell discontinued one of the 
most spectacular and unique forms 
of messenger mail service the coun- 
try has had. 

In October 1862 the Wells Fargo 
Company tried to operate a pony 
express between San Francisco, 
Calif. and Virginia City, Nevada 
which did not last long. 

One of the chief sources of in- 
teresting stamp covers of the early 
western days is what are known 
as Western Franks. These are 
strictly speaking Private Express 
Company printed envelopes with 
hand stamp cancellations. The chief 
user of these privately printed en- 
velopes was the Wells Fargo & 
Company Express, as they did the 
largest express business in the 
early days and did a big business 
handling private and government 
operated mail routes. 

The Wells Fargo was organized 
in New York in 1852 as an express 
and banking company. They es- 
tablished a western office at 114 
Montgomery Street, San Francisco, 
on July 13 of that year. They put 
men out in the country making 
contracts with individuals and 
stage lines and boats to carry their 
express and mail. 

Early in their existence the en- 
velopes they handled had no post- 
age stamps on them. They were 
merely stamped “Paid”. The first 
“Western Franks” with stamps had 
the 1853 issue on them. 

Mr. Louis McLane, general man- 
ager of Wells Fargo at San Fran- 
cisco, in 1855 conceived the idea of 
having envelopes printed with the 
Wells Fargo & Company legend on 
the envelope as an ad for the com- 
pany which they sold to the public. 
The first printed “Frank” shows 
“Wells Fargo & Co.” in the upper 
left hand corner enclosed in a fancy 
border. Above the frame was the 
word ““Paid”; below it “Over our 
California and Coast Routes’. They

used the 3 cent in black ink and 
the 10 cent in red ink of the 1853 
envelopes. These were not in use 
very long and are extremely scarce. 

Later in 1853 the Wells Fargo 
printed another envelope which re- 
mained in use from 1853 to 1883, in 
red claret, blue and black colored 
inks. The imprint was in the usual 
position at the upper left hand 
corner, “Paid” at the top, “Wells 
Fargo & Co.” in the center, and the 
route at the bottom, all enclosed in 
an oblong frame. 

Also this Company issued spe- 
cial envelopes for firms doing a 
big postal business. These had the 
Company ad at the top or bottom, 
to the right or left. This permitted 
room for tht firm’s advertising, the 
address and the stamps. 

These miners’ camp, Pony Ex- 
press and Wells Fargo & Co. West- 
ern Franks are hard to get and 
very expensive although a few 
years ago, before they became 
popular they could be bought for as 
low as half a dollar. Prices now 
for the most common average 
around $10.00 each. 

About 4 years ago a $4.00 pony 
express envelope sold in a New 
York auction for $90.00. I have 
been told the owner of this cover 
this winter refused to sell it for 
$500.00. Mr. W. R. Parker of Oro- 
ville, Calif. paid $1300.00 for one 
and $1110.00 for another scarce 
Pony Express cover at a Los An- 
geles auction early last spring. He 
said in a newspaper article he got 
beth of them for one-fourth of 
what he had planned to pay, the 
other bidders getting tired. The 
Los Angeles papers at the time 
said the auction was attended by 
millionaires and sightseers from 
the East, and the prices paid by 
Mr. Parker surprised everybody. 
One Los Angeles paper gave the 
story front page position in a four- 
column article with a heading that 
read “Highest ever paid for Pony 
Express Covers anywhere, and the 
highest prices ever realized per 
item in Los Angeles.” 

This whole thing brings me to 
the point that so many philatelic 
subjects lead to,—the possibility of 
more of these being still in ex- 
istence. 

There must be thousands of 
western covers,—envelopes mailed 
by westerners between 1851 and 
1883, when the Wells-Fargo pri- 
vate envelopes were stopt by the 
Government,—which if unearthed 
would enrich the owners by hun- 
dreds of dollars. I want to urge 
each of you listening in to check 
over in your mind whether you 
have relatives along in years who 
may have old envelopes saved up, 
in closet shelves or up in the attic. 
How about farmer relatives living 
out in the country who may have 
held old letters of long ago? Don’t 
assume they have none. Write to 
them and ask them. Offer to divide 
up with them on the proceeds you 
get from these old envelopes. Some- 


times people object to giving away 
or selling family heirlooms in old 
letters. Tell them you only want 
the envelopes, that they may keep 
the letters. Suggest to them that 
the giving-up of an envelope might 
be worth $25.00 to them if they 
happen to have a comparatively 
rare one. 

Make a business of running down 
this idea among your relatives and 
friends, and you have something 
in hand that will yield a nice in- 
come for you.

UNITED STATES—The Red 
Cross commemorative, or “Clara 
Barton” stamp, as it may become 
known, is pretty well settled to 
appear May 2lst., the 50th anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
American Red Cross Society. From 
all indications it should be rather 
a striking affair, being printed in 
red and blue, and showing a picture 
of a Red Cross nurse in uniform. 
The further suggestion has been 
made to the PO Dept. that in view 
of the great interest in US Im- 
perforates it would be a novel idea 
to issue a certain number of sheets 
of this stamp in imperforate form, 
thus creating greater interest in 
the stamp and stimulating its sale. 
On this we have but one comment: 
that if it is done it will be admit- 
tedly a speculative variety pure 
and simple, issued solely for the 
collector, as there is no legitimate 
reason for our stamps being issued 
imperforate any more. However, 
it will be a novelty, and as such 
will be welcome to a certain extent, 
PROVIDED THAT A VERY 
LARGE NUMBER ARE SO IS- 
SUED! If only a small number of 
imperforates were printed it would 
be the rankest kind of a swindle 
to the rank and file of stamp col- 
lectors, as the variety would be 
cornered by a few speculators to 
the detriment of the bona-fide col- 
lectors. It is hardly probable that 
the P. O. Dept. would allow itself 
to be hoodwinked into such a pal- 
pable “racket”, but if such a thing 
should happen the collector has 
only one course open to him: an 
absolute boycott of the stamp, 
refusing to buy it or recognize it.

AUSTRALIA — The Philatelic 
Magazine reports that the Kings- 
ford- Smith commemoratives re- 
cently issued (but not yet available 
in this country) were sold out im- 
mediately and that no further sup- 
plies are obtainable. This is a 
striking example in point to the 
comment above on_ speculative 
stamps. No reasonably adequate 
issue could have been exhausted in 
a day or two, so the number printed 
must have been small indeed. If 
that is so, WHY? The answer is 
obvious. We know that we voice 
the opinion of countless others 
when we state that we are getting 
fed-up on these small “very 
scarce!” issues of special stamps. 
The fragrance of fish is bad enough 
emanating from its _ legitimate 
source, but when we get a similar 
aroma from so-called postal emis- 
sions it gives us a_ well-de- 
veloped case of nausea. 


BELGIUM—Mr. Rene Boon has 
sent us the official post-office notice 
illustrating and listing in detail 
the Belgium stamps of certain is- 
sues from 1915-1921 which will be 
domonitized and invalid for post- 
age after May 1, 1931. The stamps 
affected are Scott’s No. 108 to 143 
inclusive. 


DUTCH INDIES—Lesgor News 
Reel reports information (not yet 
confirmed) that there may be a 
special air-stamp issued to inau- 
gurate the new air-mail line be- 
tween Java and Australia. Value 
is to be 1 gulden and the issue very 
limited (we might have known it!) 


FRANCE—Offices in Egypt. Offi- 
cial information is reported by the 
Philatelic Magazine that the French 
Post Offices in both Alexandria and 
Port Said were permanently closed 
on March 31, 1931, and that stamps 
— these offices are now obso- 

ete.

Rareties, freaks and oddities fea- 
tured the exposition. A reproduc- 
tion of a painting by the Dutch 
painter, Steen, made of stamps, a 
duplicate of which was sold for 
$1,000 in Brussels before the war, 
was shown by Seth E. Andrews. 

Included in a collection of the 
postage of Latvia by Karl Koslow- 
ski, who took awards with his same 
volumes at Cleveland, Minneapolis, 
Boston and Montreal last year, 
were Latvian stamps printed on old 
beer bottle labels, maps, and labels 
off Russian caviar and tomato cans 
when the World war cut off paper 
supplies in that country. 

Imperforated United States 
stamps issued in small quantity by 
the government in 1922 were shown 
in fine center-line blocks in the 
seven volumes exhibited by J. Alex 
Park. Blocks of four of the issue 
are now catalogued at $2.50 for 
postage that ordinarily sold for 4 
cents. Center-line blocks were ob- 
tainable only in Washington, being 
present only in the uncut sheets of 
400 stamps in which they were 
printed. When distributed to post- 
offices throughout the country, they 
were cut to sheets of 100, the cen- 
ter line thus disappearing.

A comprehensive, specialized col- 
lection of Poland was entered in the 
stamp club’s exhibition by Harry 
Lee, of Chester, Pa. 

A frame of errors and oddities 
arranged by William Lancsweert 
included museums _ curiosities— 
stamps used at Mafeking during 
the Boer siege in 1900, an error in 
a Malta sur-charge, the word penny 
being spelled “Pnney,” a stamp of 
Somalis and another of the Do- 
minican republic with inverted 
centers, a United States stamp of 
1869 with a “kicking Mule” cancel- 
lation from Port Townsend, Wash.; 
stamps bisected and passed as 
postage, an octagonal block of San 
Salvador postage, stamps in use in 
South Africa in pairs, one stamp 
being printed in English and one 
in Dutch; and specimens of the first 
postage of Gibraltar, when Eng- 
land took Bermuda postage and 
surcharged if for use at the fort- 
ress. Another novelty was a strip 
of six half-penny stamps of Canada 
on cover and postmarked Berlin, 
Ont., which town dutifully changed 
its name to Kitchener during the 
World war. 

Among the exhibits of Dr. H. 
Preston Hoskins, former president 
of the club, was a copy of The 
Stars and Stripes, newspaper of the 
A. E. F., of March 29, 1918, mailed 
by a Sergeant T. Wood to Anne M. 
Davies, 290 Lincoln avenue, De- 
troit, and bearing a complete pane, 
minus six stamps, of the special 
booklet stamps issued to the A. E. 
F. during the war. A complete 
pane of these 2-cent stamps issued 
to the A. E. F., is catalogued to- 
day at $225.

VATICAN CITY 


The new coins will be out within a few 
days and will be known as the 1929 issue. 
These will be followed soon by the 1930 
and in perhaps 6 months the 1931 set will 
be put out. The first issued was delivered 
to the pope by Mussolini’s mint, but had 
a small R which is the mark of the royal 
mint and this could not be accepted so the 
whole batch was melted and within a 
few days the corrected model will be 
ready. p 

The set is composed of 1 gold, 2 silver, 
4 nickel and 2 copper pieces having a 
nominal value of 119 lires, but they are 
not sold at face. The Vatican City govern- 
ment charges double face and adds _post- 
age charges. There will be only 10, 
sets issued and there is no guarantee 
given by the Pope’s government that the 
orders will be filled as all be put in strict 
rotation and if there are not enough coins 
to go around the money will be returned.

the die for which the artist Fuchs 
made the original drawing of the 
monarch when the British govern- 
ment decided on its so-called King 
Edward issue of 1901. 


Considerable rancor grew out of 
the award of the work to an Aus- 
trian artist. During the war Fuchs 
was exiled. He reached New York, 
and after a time, and at the behest 
of collectors, he obtained permis- 
sion to draw 100 proofs from the 
original die. The one-hundredth 
was to go to King George, but 
fore his work was completed Fuchs 
committed suicide. 


Another curious exhibit consisted 
of covers of old Detroit business 
houses. One, postmarked 1865, was 
from John L. Duncan, the printing 
at the left-hand upper corner re- 
vealing that Mr. Duncan did busi- 
ness in raw furs and deerskins at 
165 Jefferson avenue. 


Another was sent out 50 years 
ago, April 27 of this month, by 
Parke, Davis company, and will be 
presented to the company’s mu- 
seum on that date by its owner, 
Dr. Hoskins. 


Probably the most valuable single 
exhibit was that of Fred M. Wert, 
winner of the Brisley cup last year. 
His three volumes contained post- 
age stamps of the old German 
states. The one-half schilling and 
one schilling Bergedorf stamps on 
the original envelopes are valued at 
$250 each and are considered ex- 
tremely rare. Also in the Wert 
collection were a strip of 12 of the 
1856 issue of Mecklenburg-Schwer- 
in and a unique pair of the 10 neu- 


groschen blue stamp of Saxony on 
cover.—Detroit Free Press.
